Dear Mother:— Am up here 
with a detach Qient of the EukM- 
neers. This is the real front here and 
we see a lot of excitement. We 
are living in a captured German 
ilugoutwith arm chairs — upholster- 
ed—wall paper, pictures aud Ger- 
man bric-a brao. Four of us are 
seated cozily arotiud our library 
table with brocade cover, listenin^r 
to the Hun shells whizzinjr over us 
and guessing vvhere they have liit. 
We have a white porcelain bath 
tub and watei heater, which the 
German officers must have used. 
We are right amonu our artillery 
and they keep up an infernal 
racket, CNpeoially at night. In the 
day time the chief excitement is 
watching the anti-aircraft guns 
(diase the Hun planes that come 
snooping around over us. They 
follow them all around with shrap 
net shells, but don't seem to get 
them very often, I have a pass 
all«»win g me all over the 2iid Army 
areas, so I get a chance to see a lot. 

NOVKMBKR6.191S. 

Still in the same dugout. I am 
now in commaiul of the detach 
ment of enuineeis. The news of 
G'-rmany's allien quitting certainly 
sounds uood. Tlie Boche flyers 
continue to drop printed notices — 
** Germany extends her hand for 
peice," but the same ones go on 
anil attack (»nr balloons. The 
Kronprinz is in front of us here, 
and I guess he vvill be the last to 
^ive in. Anyway, it does not look 
much like (leace liere, and we are

three years, I peihaps did not make 
it cleat Uiat I meant three years 
since we entered it, which would 
make it a year from this Sjiring, 
and even if it ntops shortly I doubt 
if the bulk of our troops will get 
home much befoie them.

And it gives 3'ou a feeling that it 
was essentially a U S. A victory, 
being in the middle of the 2ud 
Army front The 2ad Army 
operatic" on a front and sector 
entirely American, now equipped, 
supplied, an<l maintained from the 
front, back thru the S. O. S ; across 
the Atlantic to the great factories 
at home, by Americui people and 
the IT. S. Army alone, directed 
entirely by American officers (ex- 
cept Maishal Foch), in fact, entire 
ly American to the last detail, was 
striking its first blow as a unit. 
The histoiy of the 2nd Army at the 
front was been very short, but they 
got going in time to have their due 
share in the final punch, andeveiy- 
thing they ditl, they did alone, with 
American support only. For that 
reason I am glad I ^ot at the front 
with 2:id Army under Gen. BuUard, 
than with the 1st Army under Gen. 
Liggett, in spite of the longer ser- 
vice at the tront of the 1st Army 
when it was so long mixed togethei 
with English and French. 

Tonight it seems so strange to sit 
quietly by the fire with no noise 
and no danger. We can hardly 
realize vet that the war is really 
over. I gusss it will take some time 
to realise that there will l)e no more 
fighting That I am sure to see 
you again now, and that it is only 
a question of time before I walk in- 
to our little home and show you my 
trophies and scare you with my gas 
mask. There are rumors of ouf 
being sent up with the Army of Oc- 
cupaticm, as even tho not fiirhting 
our boys will still need water, and 1 
don't expect to be home befoie 
Spring. I am allowing no let down 
with my detachment At 11a. M. 
when fiiinu cease»l, I divided the 
Infantry attached to my Engineer 
detachment into two gauirs, digging 
ditch for pipe to finish up our water 
system here, so that we will be 
leady to move up in a day or so. I 
called it a ** R»ce to Berlin," taking 
the idea from the Base Pi»rts com- 
petition, the two gangs digging 
toward each other toward a mid 
point calletl Berlin. The men took 
to the idea at once, and the Infantry 
Captain came along and promi^ed a 
spread to the winning gang out of 
the company fund. They will 
finish tomorrow, aud tonight the 
men. after digging like demons, 
non coins and all, aie still full of it 
and making bets among themselves 
At this contest, I i\o three or four 
days work in one and keep the men 
on their toes for the next move. 
What do you Ihiuk of lue as a 
Marshal Foch ?

My detachment were "only en- 
gineers," but they were working in 
the lines, not behind them.

They should have whole 
wheat and other whole cereals, milk, 
eggs and plenty of fruit and vege- 
tables, from w^hlch they can secure 
potash and time sshs in abundance 
to supply the neetis of fast growing 
teeth and bones. And, wliilethe 
neeii for lime salts is not so great 
among adults, the lack of these 
elements constitutes a grave fault 
la dieti oo^ that is quite likely to 



lie reflected in |»he softeninjf and 
early loss of the teeth. 

Now, inasmuch as tooth decay 
takes place only when the mouth 
secretions are acid, the most certatu 
method of preventinif dental caries 
is to keep the mouth fluids as near- 
ly alkaline as is possible. Tnis 
can best be accomplished by rins- 
ing the mouth after meals, especial- 
ly before ietirio^r*at nijlit, with a 
teaspoon ful of milk of magneHia, or 
other harmless alkali. This should 
be held in the mouth for five 
minutes and thoroUK^hly worked into 
all the interdental spaces with the 
tongue before being rejected. No 
attempt should be made to rinse the* 
coatiim of magnesia off the teeth. 
as this affords an additional protec- 
tion of these meml>ersduraig several 
hours of the nijiht, when, owing to 
the insctivity of the salivary glands, 
the mouth fluids are most highly 
acid. 

This practice should be persisted 
in as routine mouth hy^jlene. It 
will soon be found that tartar forms 
less rapidly (sometimes not at ail) 
and that the sensitive, '* irritable" 
condition of the tooth enamel will 
be corrected. During the period of 
prospective motherhood, when all 
the organic secretions aie more 
highly acid than normally and when 
decay is much more rapid, this t)ro- 
phylaxis will lie found invaluable. 

Sugar, candies, pastries, bread 
and crackers, ai^ especially likely 
to catise tooth decay if not careful- 
ly removed from the tooth sui faces 
and the interdental spaces. This is 
because in the process of fer- 
mentation they form organic acids, 
whicb attack and destroy the alka- 
line tooth substances by dissolving 
their lime salts. 

luasmnch as only eight per cent 
of the total population of the United 
States have any adequate coneep- 
tiou of what good health suffers 
from bad teeth, it is high time that 
we paid some attention to this im- 
portant 8U»>ject. Upwarti of seven- 
ty-five per cent of all schoolchil- 
dren stand in need of deut^il atten- 
tion. And yet we have been, in the 
main, neglecting the moftt important 
branch of preventive mediorne. 

Pressing Dental Needs. 
It is true we have the splendid 
and tremendously effective For- 
sythe Institute in Boston and clinics 
for school-children in many other 
progressive American cities. But 
only the surface of the pressing 
tiental needs of the world has as yet 
l»eeu scratched. It will require, at 
the present rate of progress, many 
decades of education to drive home 
the truth that a clean tooth never 
decays, but that a dirty one always 
does, and that while it is decaying 
other tionbles may »>egin. 

And no tooth should ever be ex- 
tracteti while there is a rea^anable 
hope of preserving it. This does 
not mean that a tooth hopelessly 
loose in its socket, or a source of 
danger fiotn almeesses at its roots, 
should not be immediately removed. 
Every parent should remember 
that the longer the *'mllk teeth*' 
can t^e kept the more regular and 
perfect the permanent teeth will be. 
So the proper lime !o commence the 
the csre of the teeth is while they 
rtie yet under the infant's gums, 
t'he little gums, after each nursing, 
Mhouhl be carefully wi[>ed with a 
l>iece of clean bnen moistened in 
warm water, with perhaps a little 
boric aciil adtled. When the baby*s 
fiiHt tooth makes its debut, the use 
of a Very soft brush should be 
begun, and an appropriate brush 
should be used and appropriate 
cleaning be practiced five times 
ilaily ever after — 00 rising, after 
each meal, and before i*etiring. 

The teeth should be brushed with 
a rotary as well as a lateral motion, 
and they should also be brushed 
peipendicuiarly from the gums to 
the etlges. Particular care should 
be taken to thoroughly cleanse the 
tiacks and all the interdental cre- 
vices, using a brush with a tufted 
end for this purpose. 

lu removing food particles irom 
tieiween the teeth, silk dental ^aiMif 
used carefully, so as not to lacerate 
the gums, gives best results. — JSd- 
win Bowers^ M. I)., in ihe Ddinm* 
tor.

November eleventh of 1918 was 
the gladdest day the world has ever 
known and was also the happiest day 
in all history, as the result of the 
signing of the armistice by Germany. 
That day should and doubtless will 
become an international holiday. 
This glorious day —day of triumph — 
should be called ** Liberty Day." To 
England. France, Italy and all the 
other countries involved in the war, 
November nth brought rejoicing. 
It was a day that never will be 
forgotten. Let it be an annual holi- 
day in all lands where freedom 
prevails^ and let us call it ** Liberty 
Day.*' What other name could be 
more fitting or more significant? 

Los Angeles turned topsy-turvy 
in the wildest celebration in its his- 
tory on November nth. The 
delirium of joy which greeted real 
news of the war's grand final, began 
just after midnight and steadily in- 
creased as the day wore on.

The feature of the afternoon 
and evening was the hanging effigy 
of Kaiser and his funeral. All down 
town street cars were detoured dur- 
ing the afternoon and evening to 
make room for the parades and 
throngs of celebrators. The noise 
makers forgot about the **flu*' and 
everything else, except that victory 
was here and the war was won. The 
evening's celebration on the streets 
surpassed the wildest New Year's 
Eve in Los Angeles' experience. 

By rare coinciendence the eleventh 
month of the year, the eleventh 
day of the month and eleven o'clock 
occurred all together when the arm- 
istice terms were signed by Germany 
The influenza ban on the City of 
Angels has been lifted. The 
epidemic seems to be gradually 
subsiding. In all outside towns the 
ban was lifted sooner. 

One death has occurred to lessen 
the number of the frats of the local 
divi^-ion, No. t^. 

Late in October Mr. William 
Llewelyn was suddenly taken ill 
with Spanish influenza at Jerome, 
Arizona, where he had been employ- 
ed at printing for some time. When 
he was comalescing and was able to 
be about, he had a relapse and passed 
away on November 3d. Pneumonia 
was the direct cause of his death. 
His remains were brought down here 
and buried in Evergreen Cemetery 
on the .same day the train reached 
here from Arizona. Only six at- 
tended the funeral, but were not 
allowed to look in the casket. His 
unexpected death was a shock to his 
friends, who learned to respect and 
to admire him. Up to the time of 
his death Mr. Llewelyn was in ex< 
cellent health and greatly improved 
by the climatic influence of Arizona 
He was every inch a gentleman and 
a very charming man. He lost his 
hearing at the age of sixteen years. 
He had a great fondness for writing 
poems. He is survived by a widow, 
a daughter and two .sons. One of 
them is now in France. They heve 
the most sincere sympathy of all 
who know them in their bereave 
ment. Mr. Llewelyn wrote a very 
nice poem just two weeks before he 
died. The poem follows below :

Str^eet and Lenox Avenue, on Tues- 
day evening, November 26th, the 
I^residenl Mi. Lubin, made appoint- 
ments to the various committees 
which will pave the wav for the 
return of activities which the old 
II. C. D so successfully accomplish 
f»(i in the past ten or more y**a»s 
In addition to the many arul varied 
socials, lectures and su<'ces«ful balls 
for which it was always among the 
foremost in the city, a new com 
mittee was appointed which will 
look after literary nights which it 
intends to hold in the near future, 
the exi)ense8 of the different men 
or women who may take part in the 
meet liei ng gerrerairsly donated by 
one of the H. C. D. ' sold and active 
workers. It must, therefore, be 
borne in mind, that tht^ H. C. D. as 
it now exists, is Htruggling along on 
its,own resources, making it another 
or'ganizati(»n among tire deaf that is 
to be actually of, for, and by the 
deaf.

There is now not 
so much work as before antl no over 
time work, but he still tloes his l)it 
there. He expects to come to New 
York Hgain when the peace treaty 
IS signed.

Adolph called to see 
Ids friends in the Union League 
Club a few days ago. He is one of 
the ** trig four," who founded the 
CUrb on January 3d, 1880, ihe other 
three being Samuel Frankenheim, 
Joseph Yankau(>r (deceased) and 
Charles Bothner,

did not have any formal celebra- 
lion, but may have one later on.

December 7th, 1918.— Tlie school 
hospital is still occupied by fnflu 
euza patients. There have Oeen 
withdrawals and additions since the 
epidemic began. Two more demths 
are to be recorded as victims ; both 
pupils, one of them dying at home, 
having been taken there as soon as 
the patient showed symptoms of the 
disease. Her name was Alice 
Brown Durrant, nine years old, and 
the daughter of Prof, and Mrs. 
E. P. Durrant, of Westerville. The 
funeral occurred Thur*sday. Besides 
her parents she leaves two brothers, 
one of whom is in France as a bu 
gler, and a sistea*, a member of the 
High Class of the school. Alia liad 
entered the school in the fall, and 
her teacher l*espoke her as a 
bright and apt pupil. 

The other death was that of Virgi- 
nia Beard, aged fifteen years, who 
succumt>ed after a tiard struggle 
with the malady. Her mother whs 
with her several days before the end 
came. This was her first year at 
the school, havrrrg entered from 
Dayton, Ohio She was an attrac 
live and bright girl. She had for- 
merly been a pupil at the West 
Virginia Institution. 

It is believed now the disease 
had passed its worst stage, and that 
soon it will be only a memory 
The city schools wer-e for the second 
time closed Monday last and will 
not reopen till after he holidays 
Several of the school's pupils have 
been allowed to go home, because 
their parei\t8 needed their help at 
home on account of sickness. 

The present school term has been 
one of the most disturbed of which 
we can recall, ma<le so by proposed 
occupation of it by the U. S. Go- 
vernment. The uncertainty of the 
matter as to its beirrg taken over» 
and then just as we were about set 
tied down again, along came the 
influenza, ami that when it was 
thought it had sped its course. 

Word from Howard Schory, 
youngest sou of the late Mr. A. H 
Schory, has been received. He has 
heard of his father's death and the 
uews was a shock to him. He wa.*- 
wounded in the enest during action, 
t»ut does not say whether severely 
or sliglrtly, nor does he know when 
he will return to America. 
^ Mrs. Joseph Leib came down from 
Kenton week before last, lo attend 
to some business, and took f)ccasion 
to call on old friends. She is kept 
close to her mother most Of the 
time, owing to the lattei's infirmities 
of Hue^ but was fortunate to take a 
vacation, as a sr<»ter had aer^ed to 
look after the mother during her 
absence Mrs. L^ib's son, Walter, 
has moved his family to Akron, 
where he is in th^ employ of a Tele 
phone Company at a good salary. 

Clarence Skinner and Lawrence 
Dickey, two of the pupils of th. 
school, left this morning for Jwck 
sonville, Florida, where they wilt 
be employed in a hotel during the 
open season. The soir-in law of 
Mrs. Ida Moor-e, housekeeper of the 
school, Mr. McMeekin, hasclrargeof 
the hotel, and he is anxious t(» se 
cure more deaf help. Mrs. McMee 
kin was formerly a teacher at the 
school. 

Dr. Clancy, of Cincinnati, was 
in Columbus this week, attending 
the State Dental Association meet- 
ing. He called on Miss Ethel 
Zell at the school, during a recess 
of the meetings. William R. 
Alexander, a former jHipii of the 
Kansas and later ibis school, died 
at his home in Wheeling West, 
Va., November 27th, from Bri^^ht's 
disease, brought on by the influenza 
and pneumonia. A wife, Daisy 
Littleton, and a son, survive to 
mourn his death. The funeral 
service was given by Rev, Logan 
Fish, interpreted for the deaf by 
his lay-reader, J. C. Bremer, ot 
St. Elizabeth's Church. Mrs 
Mary Corl>ett rendered Nearer, my 
God, to Thee. The pall bearers 
were Albert Alexnnder, William 
F Roberts and Charles Weiner.
